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IMPORTS AND EXPORTS AT PRICES OF 1900. 


MEMORANDUM. 


l.--Introductory. 

Scope of the Return. 

The present Return is the seventh, of a series in which a detailed comparison has. 
been made between the values of the various groups of articles making up our Import 
and Export trade in each year since 1900, as actually declared , and the estimated values 
of the articles in each group based on the average prices prevailing in 1900 which has 
been adopted as the standard year for purposes of comparison. The object of this series 
of Returns is to show the effect of the elimination, as far as possible, of the fluctuation of 
prices and so secure a basis for a closer comparison between the volume of Imports and 
Exports in each year. The present Return gives information for each of the years 1900 
to 1912. The figures for 1912 are more or less provisional in character, being based 
on the preliminary statistics for that year issued in the Monthly Accounts of Trade and 
Navigation for December, 1912, the final figures not having been available when the com- 
putation was made. The results for 1911 and earlier years are based ori the final figures 
as given in the “ Annual Statement of the Trade of the United Kingdom ” for the 
respective years. 

Inadequacy of Index Numbers for Measuring the fluctuations in the Volume of 
Foreign Trade. 

As explained in previous issues of this Return, the method adopted in the “ Report 
on Wholesale and Retail Prices” (H. of 0. Paper, No. 321, 1903), of measuring the 
average change in prices of commodities consumed in this Country by means of Index 
Numbers, necessarily based on a limited range of commodities, is one which is not 
altogether satisfactory for the purpose of comparing the statistics of our foreign trade for 
a series of years, owing to the fact that the bulk of the Imports into this Country 
consists of raw materials and food stuffs, the proportion of “ manufactured ^ goods being 
comparatively small, whereas our exports consist chiefly of “ manufactured ” articles, the 
principal raw material exported being coal, and the proportion of food stuffs being 
relatively low. It cannot, therefore, be assumed that our Imports and It X ports are subject 
to equal fluctuations in prices, or that the change in their average values corresponds to 
that of all commodities consumed in the country. On the contrary, it will be seen from 
the particulars given in Part II. of the appended Tables (Table 5) that their changes m 
the level of average values often differ widely. 

Change of Method due to Improved Statistics of Foreign Trade. 

With the previous Return (Cd. 6314) a change of method was inaugurated. Prior to 
1912 the Returns had been prepared on the basis of a direct valuation of the trade of each 
year at the average values deduced from the Import and Export Returns for 1900, the calcu- 
lation thus necessitating the reconstitution of each group or class of commodities according 
to the classification in force in 1900. Since that date, however, the amount of detail shown 
in the Trade Returns has been considerably elaborated by the subdivision and rearrange- 
ment of headings, with the result that articles formerly included under a single general 
heading are now allocated to different headings, the price movements of which may 
possibly not be parallel. Some articles formerly shown by value only are now recorded 
both by quantity and value, while in other cases the unit of quantity has been changed. 
There have also been from time to time transfers from one Class to another, e.g. starch, 
farina, dextrine and potato-flour have been transferred from Class I (Food &c.) to Glass 
III (Articles wholly or mainly manufactured). All this additional detail and improve- 
ment in classification could not be utilized in the revaluation so long as the fixed basis of 
the 1900 classification was used for direct comparison. 

Nature of the New Method. 

For the purpose therefore of the present Return, and in considering the figures 
relating to the last four vears, it has seemed desirable to replace this method by a series of 
calculations of the values of the trade of each year in terms of the average values v deduced 
from the trade returns of the preceding year. This method, whilst still affording the 
material necessary to carry back a comparison to the year 1900, or any earlier or later 
date, permits of the utilization of all such improvements in the Trade Returns as those 
to which reference has been made above. 
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The values of the foreign trade of the United Kingdom for the years 1909-12 have 
accordingly been first calculated by what may be called the step-by-step method, i.e. the 
value of the trade in 1909 has been calculated article by article at the average values of 
1908, that of 1910 at those of 1909, and so on. The value of the foreign trade in 1908 
having been already calculated directly at the average values of 1900 , it has been 
possible by a simple process to calculate the value of the trade in each of the last four 
years at the average values of 1900. 

Estimate for Articles returned by Value only. 

Owing to the fact that, for a certain number of articles, only the values, and not 
the quantities, of the imports or exports are given in the Trade Accounts, the changes 
in the average values of these articles cannot be directly determined. In consequence, a 
certain element of estimate necessarily enters into the calculation, and it will be desirable 
to say a few words here as to the method of estimate which has been adopted. 

The following statement shows for the year 1912 the results of direct calculation 
applied to the imports^ and exports of articles for which both quantities and values can be 
stated both for 1911 and for 1912, and the value of the remaining Imports and Exports 
in respect of which some method of estimating the changes in average values has had to 
be employed.

As the particulars given above are based on the provisional figures given in the 
Monthly Accounts for December, 1912, the figures in the last column constitute a 
larger proportion of the whole trade than would be the case if the final figures for 1912, 
which will be given in the detailed Annual Statement of Trade, had been available. 

It will be seen that on the basis of the Monthly Accounts the proportion of articles 
for which average values can be stated for both 1911 and 1912 was 89 per cent, for 
Imports, 82^ per cent, for Exports and 84 per cent, for Re-Exports. On the basis of the 
definite figures contained in the Annual Statement for 1911, the proportions for that year 
Avere found to be somewhat higher, viz. : — 92 per cent, for Imports, 87 per cent, for 
Exports, and 90 per cent, for Re-Exports. 

The simplest method of estimating the values of the articles included in the final 
column above would be to assume that their average value had changed, in each year, 
in the same proportion as that of the articles included in the two preceding columns. 
For a certain proportion of manufactured articles included in the final column, however, 
a closer approximation can be arrived at by assuming that the change in their average 
values was in the same proportion as that of other articles included in the group to 
which they belonged, or in some sufficiently allied group. 

By this method of assimilation it is possible to estimate the value at the prices 
prevailing in 1911 of about one-half in value of the articles included in the final column 
of the above Table. 

The residuum includes a small number of articles of food and drink, and of raw materials, 
articles sent by parcel post, and certain minor groups of manufactured articles, in 
respect of which there does not seem any special reason for assimilating them to any 
particular group whose changes of average values are known. For this residuum, nothing 
remains but to make the assumption indicated above, viz., that their average values have 
varied proportionately with that of all other articles. 

Form of the Statistical Tables. 

The Tables appended fall into two divisions. Part I consists of a series of detailed 
tables comparing for each principal item and for each principal group, the growth of the 
trade of 1912 as compared with 1911, this being the essential part of the method now 
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■ „«p Part II consists of a series of summary tables showing for each branch of our 
f ,-pim trade and for their main sub-divisions and for each year, their value as declared 
and S fheir value estimated at the average values of 1900, thus embodying the mam 
features of the earlier returns. To Part II is appended a Table (No. o) designed to 
illustrate the general movement of the level of average values for imports and exports 
separately. , The figures given in this latter Table have been deduced from the results 
shown' in Table 4.

The following statement which has been compiled from Table 1 (pp.18-21) com- 
inres for each of the principal classes of Imports, Re-Exports, Net Imports, and Exports 
of United Kingdom produce, the Declared value in 1912 and 1911 and the Estimated 
value which the trade of 1912 would represent at the price-level of 1911 , togethei 
with the amount of Increase ( + ) or Decrease ( - ) due to Changes in Volume and 
Price-level.

Note The results lor 1912 are more or less provisional in character. 
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It will be seen that the volume of trade was greater in 1912 than in 1911, and for 
Imports, lie-exports and Net Imports the percentage increase of volume was well over 
7 per cent, in each case. For Exports of United Kingdom Produce the percentage 
increase amounted to 5'4 per cent. 

For Total Imports, Re-exports, and Net Imports, the average values were, on the 
whole, higher in 1912 than in 1911 by 1*8 per cent., 1'5 per cent., and 1*9 per cent, 
respectively. The average values for Class I. (Food and Drink) were higher in 1912 
than in 1911 in the case of Total and Net Imports by 5‘9 per cent, and 5’8 per cent, 
respectively, whereas for Re-exports the increase in average values was greater still, viz. 
7'6 per cent. For Class II. (Raw Materials) average values were lower in 1912 than 
in 1911 in all three cases. In Class III. (Manufactures) the average values of Imports 
(Total and Net) were more than 2 per cent, higher, while those of Re-exports were over 
5 per cent, higher in 1912 than in 1911. 

In the case of the Exports of United Kingdom produce, Class I. (Food and Drink) 
showed a rise of D6 per cent., and Class II. (Raw Materials — chiefly coal) the large increase 
of 7-6 per cent., in average values. Class III. (Manufactures) which constitutes 80 per 
cent, of our Exports showed a rise in average values of about 1 per cent. Exports as a 
whole showed a rise in average values of 1*8 per cent. 


Analysis of Imports and Exports. 

Table 2. (pp. 22-27) gives for each principal article Imported, Exported, or 
Re-exported its declared value in 1912 and 1911 and the estimated value of the trade 
in each such article in 1912 at the average values prevailing in 1911, and shows how much 
of the recorded increase or decrease in the declared value was due to higher or lower 
average values and how much to larger or smaller quantities. 


Changes in the Volume and Value of Principal Imports. 


It will be noted that in the past year there has been an increase of nearly 
G per cent. in. the average, values of imported food, drink , and tobacco , while the 
aggregate quantity imported increased by only one-half of 1 per cent. In this group the 
greatest rise in average values occurred in the cases of rice (21-4 per cent.), coffee (19‘5 
per cent.), oats (17'4 per cent.), barley (16‘2 per cent.), beef (13*7 per cent.), maize 
(1U6 per cent.), preserved meat (9'5 per cent.), hops (8*9 per cent.), lard (8*7 per cent,), 
tobacco (8T per cent.), fish (7‘9 per cent.), refined sugar (7‘5 per cent.), mutton (7T 
per cent.), wheat (6'8 per cent.), and butter (6’4 per cent.). 

In spite of these higher average values the quantity of rice imported increased by 
o\S per cent., beef by 8 - 2 per cent., maize by 13*7 per cent., hops by 44’2 per cent., 
tobacco by 11*6 per cent., and wheat by 11*7 per cent. On the other hand the quantity 
of coftee imported declined by 11'4 per cent., barley by 18'0 per cent., preserved meat 
by 7-2 per cent., fish by 7T per cent., refined sugar by 13'2 per cent., mutton by 5'4 
per cent , and butter by 6'9 per cent. The quantity of oats and lard imported remained 
practically unchanged. 

The imports of wheat meal and flour, eggs, raw cocoa, condensed milk, and wine 
also increased both in average value and volume, but in the case of hams and currants the 
contrary was the case. 

Among articles which decreased in average values and increased in volume may be 
mentioned margarine, refined (edible) oils, onions, potatoes, tomatoes, cocoa (prepared), 
raisins, and tea. 11 ' 


faking this group as a whole, it appears that though the declared value of the 
imports m 1912 exceeded that of 1911 by £16,806,000 the increase due to larger volume 
of trade amounted to only £1,231,000 or 05 per cent., whereas the additional cost 
tnereot due to higher average values amounted to £15,575,000 or 5*9 per cent 

In the raw material group the outstanding feature is the fall in the average value of 
raw cotton and rubber. Measured by quantity our imports of raw materials increased by 
nearly 14 per cent., but owing mainly to the fall in the prices of cotton and rubber the 
larger quantity of imported raw materials was about 2£ per cent, less in value than the 
smaller quantity imported m the previous year. 

The fall m cotton prices was especially noteworthy. While the volume of our 
cotton imports increased by over 27 per cent, the larger imports of 1912 actually cost 
only about 13 per cent, more than the smaller quantity in 1911, the fall in the average 
value or cotton amounting to nearly 12 per cent. 
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The volume of our rubber imports showed the relatively large increase of 21 *5 per 
cent, but as the average values fell about 3 per cent, the cost of our rubber imports 
in 1912 was only 18 per cent, greater than in 1911. 

Apart from cotton and rubber the other noteworthy features of this group have 
been the increased average values of a number of other important industrial com- 


modities, viz. : —

The quantity of oils, silk, manures, and iron ore imported declined, but in the other 
cases the volume of imports increased in spite of the rise in the level of average values. 
The average value of copper ore decreased by 2 - l per cent, and of flax by 4 - 6 per cent., 
and at these lower values the quantity imported increased by 13 '4 per cent, and 35’3 per 
cent, respectively. 

In the “ manufactured ” group which includes a large amount of goods m the first 
stages of manufacture only, such as unwrought copper, tin and zinc, lead ingots and sheets, 
leather, etc., there was recorded an increase of 9*1 per cent, in the volume of trade and an 
increase of 27 per cent, in average values. 

Of the 28 items separately enumerated on page 23, twenty-three showed an in- 
creased, and five a decreased, volume of imports.

In the case of hardware, clocks, &c., machinery, cotton piece goods, woollen cloths 
and stuffs, silk broadstuffs (mixed), coal-tar dyes, paper, motor cars, and paraffin wax 
average values declined, but for the remaining articles average values were higher in 1912 
than in 1911. . , „ . 

Five items showed a smaller volume of imports, viz. : — copper, regulus, 6cc. (2(ro per 
cent.) ; starch, dextrine, &c. (12'9 per cent.) ; tin in blocks, &c. (6 - 0 per cent.) ; copper, 
unwrought and part wrought, (4*5 per cent.) ; and lead, pig and sheet (3‘9 per cent.). 
In each case the decrease in volume was associated with a considerable rise in average 
values, especially noticeable in the case of copper regulus, &c., (25*8 per cent.), copper, 
unwrought and part wrought (27’0 per cent.), and lead, pig and sheet (28*1 per cent.). 


Changes in the Volume and Value of Principal Exports of United Kingdom Produce 
and Manufacture. 

Our exports of “ food, drink and tobacco” form only a relatively small proportion 
(about 64 per cent.) of our export trade. Compared with 1911 the exports in 1912 
showed an increase of nearly 11 per cent, in volume and of 1£ per cent, in average value. 
The increased volume of exports was very general, the chief exception being refined, 
(edible) oils. Biscuits and cakes increased by over 21 per cent., fish by 8^ per cent., and 
meat (including animals for food) by 10 per cent, in volume, but were all of a lower 
average value. British spirits, and beer and ale, increased both m volume and average 
value” while refined (edible) oils showed a decrease of 8*6 per cent, m volume and of 
8-4 per cent, in average value. L)c _ AO Ann 

The exports of u raw materials ” increased in declared value by io, 70.1,000, the 
major portion of this increase being due to higher average values. The volume of the 
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exports in fact showed an increase of only 2 ‘8 per cent., whilst average values increased 
by as much as 7\ per cent. These results are mainly attributable to coal (including coke 
and patent fuel), the average value of which increased by 11 \ per cent., whilst the 
quantities exported showed a small decrease. Exports of wool, and of hides and 
skins, increased in volume by 27*8 per cent, and 14'8 per cent., respectively. The 
average value of the wool exported declined by 3 ‘4 per cent., but that of hides and skins 
increased by nearly 5 per cent. The exports of oils (and oil seeds) showed an 
insignificant increase in volume and a fall of 6*6 per cent, in average value. 

We now come to the exports of “ Articles wholly or mainly manufactured ” ( Class III.), 
by far the most important group, constituting as it does some 80 per cent, of the total 
exports of United Kingdom produce and manufacture. There was a marked increase in 
the average values of practically every description of manufactured metals, including under 
that category machinery and ships. Average values increased also in many other groups 
such as chemicals, earthenware and glass, paper, bags and sacks, carriages, cordage, &c. 
On the other hand, nearly all descriptions of cotton manufactures and several important 
classes of woollens showed a decline in average value which largely neutralised the 
increases in other directions, and taking the group as a whole the rise in average values 
amounted to only 1 per cent. As regards volume of trade, however, there was an increase 
in 58 and a decrease in 22 of the 80 items enumerated on pp. 26-7, the net result for the 
wholfe group being an increase of 5'3 per cent.

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As regards the smaller volume of exports of rail locomotives, it may be pointed 
out that the exports of 1911 to France, British India, &c. were exceptionally 
large hence the relatively poor showing made in 1912. In the case of bags and 
sacks (empty) the diminution was due to the smaller demand therefor from Europe 
and the United States. The cases of mining machinery and oil seed cake are more 
significant, as the decline in the volume of exports in 1912 as compared with 1911 
followed a similar decline in 1911 as compared with 1910. The average values of ail 
these items were higher in 1912 than in 1911.

It will be seen that 10 of the above items relate to the textile industries and although, 
generally speaking, the percentage decreases in average value are not wnspicuously lai^e 
they are important owing to the magnitude of the trade involved ( see Table II, page 2i )• 
As regards” cotton manufactures, the fall m average values was associated with a 
&11 L the average value of raw cotton ( See p. 6 ante) At the lower average 
values stated abovt the volume of exports increased except m the cases of soda compounds, 
alpaca and mohair yarn, and woollen and worsted yarn. 

Changes in the Volume and Value of Re-Exports. 

The decrease in the volume of the re-exports of “food, drink and tobacco ” in 1912 
as compared with 1911, amounted to nearly 2 per cent., due mainly to the smaller exports 
of coffee, rice, fish, butter, and raw fruit. 

The quantities of tea, wheat, preserved meat, cheese, lard, and sugjr exported in- 
creased, but the quantity of coffee re-exported fell off by 38'1 per cent., and that of rice by 
14-8 per cent.- The level of average values for the group as a whole showed a rise of 7 6 
per cent., mainly due to the higher average values of rice, preserved meat, coffee, fisli. 
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The re-exports of “ raw materials ” constitute more than one-half of this branch of 
our trade, and have shown considerable expansion of recent years. The volume of trade 
showed an increase of 13'8 per cent., mostly due to the larger re-exports — at reduced 
average values of raw cotton and rubber. The re-exports of wool increased by 11-4 per 
cent, m volume but its average value remained almost the same as in 1911. Hemp and 
jute each showed a substantially increased volume of re-exports and at higher average 
values ; whilst oil-seeds, tallow and stearine, and gutta percha re-exported, declined 
both in volume and average values. The average value of raw- materials generally was 
1-2 per cent, lower than in 1911, mainly owing to the fall in the average value of re- 
exported cotton (11-2 per cent.) and rubber (4'7 per cent.). On the other hand, the 
average value of the re-exported skins and furs went up by 15*9 per cent., iute by fi-3 
per cent., and tm ore by 27 -6 per cent. J 

In the case of “ manufactures ,” the re-exports of iron and steel manufactures, copper 
(unwrought and part wrought), tin, cotton piece goods, silk broadstuffs, and leather 
decreased considerably in volume, whilst the re-exports of machinery and motor cars 
showed an increase, the net result for the class being a decrease in volume of 2T per 
cent. Average values were 5*2 per cent, higher, due mainly to the higher average 
7 oq U q S ofiroii a ^ manufactures (13-3 per cent.), copper, unwrought and part wrought 
(29-9 per cent.), tm m blocks, &c. (9*2 per cent.), and silk broadstuffs ‘(12*3) per cent.

Thus, when we eliminate the effect of variations of average values. Imports are 
seen to hive increased in volume by 28'4 per cent, since 1900 Exports of the Produce 
and Manufactures of the United Kingdom by 64T per cent., Exports of Foreign and 
Colonial Merchandise by 42T per cent, and net Imports retained m the United 
Kingdom by 26'5 per cent. In the same period the declared values of Imports have 
increased by 42'4 per cent., of United Kingdom Exports by 67'4 per cent of Foreign 
and Colonial Exports by 77'0 per cent., and of Net Imports by 37'7 per cent. 

4.— Detailed Comparison of 1900 and 1912. 

The detailed Tables 4 (A-D) on pages 30-33 show for each year from 1900 to 
1912, inclusive, the value of our Total Imports, Re-Exports, Net Imports and Exports of 
United Kingdom Produce, and for each off their three mam subdivisions, viz. . hood, 
Drink and K Tobacco,” “Raw Materials and Articles mainly Unmanufactured and 
“ Articles wholly or mainly Manufactured, (1) their value as declared, and (2j their 
value estimated It the averlge values of 1900, together with the increase ( + ) 

or decrease ( - ) in the declared value of the trade of each year as compared with 1900 
(the standard year), distinguishing further the increase or decrease - due to higher or lovrer 
average values) and the increase or decrease due to larger or smaller quantities, ihe per 
centafe changes are stated in all cases. These tables furnish the material for the following 
analyses. 

Changes in ihe Volume and Value of Total Imports. 

The following statement shows for total Imports and for the Classes “ Food and 
Drink” “Raw Materials” and “ Manufactures,” separately, their value as ; declared m 
1900 and 1912, respectively, as well as the values of the Imports m 1912 estimated 
at the average values of 1900.

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For all classes of imports (including miscellaneous and unclassified articles) the 
declared value amounted to £523,075,000 in 1900 and to £744,897,000 in 1912, an 
increase in the interval of £221,822,000, or 42*4 per cent. £148,515,000 or two- 
thirds of this increase was due to increased volume of trade, and the remainder 
£73,307,000 to higher values. The increase in volume, therefore, amounted to 28 - 4 per 
cent. Average values in 1912 were 10’9 per cent, above those of 1900. 

Class I. — Food , Drink and Tobacco. — This Class comprised 42 per cent, of the 
declared value of the total Imports in 1900, and only 39 per cent, in 1912. The > 
declared value of our total Imports of the articles included in this group ' amounted 
to £219,970,000 in 1900, and £280,764,000 in 1912, an increase of £60,794,000 or 
27‘6 per cent. Of this increase it appears that £20,085,000 was -due to increased volume 
of Imports, and £40,709,000 was due to higher values. Compared with 1900, the 
volume of trade in 1912 showed an increase of 9T per cent., and average values an 
increase of 17'0 per cent. Average values of imports of food and drink were little 
different from those of 1900 in the period from 1901 to 1906, hut since that year 
they have risen rapidly. 

Class II. — Raw Materials and Articles mainly unmanufactured. — This Class which 
constituted 33 per cent, of the total Imports in 1900, comprised 37 per cent, of the total 
Imports in 1912. The declared value of the total Imports of the articles included in the 
Class amounted to £172,030,000 in 1900 and to £275,714,000 in 1912, an increase of 
£103,684,000 or 60‘3 per cent. Of this increase £74,963,000 — or more than two-thirds — 
was due to increased volume of trade, and £28,721,000 was due to higher average values. 
The volume of Imports has therefore increased by 43'6 per cent, and average values 
by 11-6 per cent. From 1900 to 1904 the growth in the volume of these Imports 
was relatively small, not exceeding 5i per cent, in any one year. A considerable 
increase occurred in 1905 and from that year with the exception of 1908 and in a lesser 
degree 1909, the growth has been fairly continuous. From 1901 to 1905 average values 
were either lower than, or approximately on the same level as in 1 900. A considerable 
rise occurred in 1906 and 1907, succeeded by a partial decline in 1908 and 1909 and by 
a very large rise in 1910. Since 1910 the average values have been declining, and in 
1912 were slightly below the level of 1907. 

Class III. — Articles wholly or mainly Manufactured. — This Class constituted 
about one-fourth of the Total Imports, in both 1900 and 1912. In the former year 
the declared value of this Class of Imports amounted to £128,410,000, and in the latter 
year to £185,501,000, an increase of £57,091,000 or 44‘5 per cent. The increase in 
the volume of trade amounted to 42 - 8 per cent., but average , values increased by 
only T2 per cent. The volume of trade in each of the last eleven years has been greater 
than in 1900. Average values were lower than in 1900 in every year except 1906. 
1907 and 1912. F

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The total declared value of the Re-Exports amounted to £63,182,000 m 1900 and 
, n x»iil 838,000 in 1912, an increase in the interval of £48,656,000 or 77'0 per cent. 
Of this increase more than one-half— £26,599,000— was due to increased volume of trade, 
and the remainder— £22,057,000— to higher average values. , , _ 

There has in fact been an increase of 42T per cent, in the volume of trade and one 
of 24-6 per cent, in average values. . , , , A • 

The principal increases both in volume of trade ana m price-level have occuned in 
Class II. of the Re-Exports, i.e., Raw materials and articles mainly 
The re-exports of this Class have grown in declared value from £32,814,000 in 1900, to 
£67 388,000 in 1912, an increase of no less than £34,574,000 or 105-4 per cent. (Jt this 
increase £20,179,000 was due to greater volume of re-exports and £14,395,000 was due to 
hio-her values. There was thus an increase of 61’5 per cent, in the volume of these re-exports 
and one of 27'2 per cent, in their average value. This group is dominated by three 
important commodities, viz. :-raw cotton, wool, and robber which together account for 
Sv two-thirds of the Class. The. declared values of these three articles in 1900 and

The declared values of the re-exports of cotton, wool and rubber, collectively, have 
thus increased bv £25,300,000 or 158 per cent., whilst the declared value of all other 
articles included m this group increased by only £9,300,000 or 55 per cent. It appears 
further that while the quantity of cotton re-exported increased by o0'0 per cent., of wool 
by^'S per cent, and. 9 of rubber by 147-4 per cent, that of all other raw materials only 
increased P b T 39'9 per cent., and similarly whilst the average values ,of raw cotton, wool 
and rubberf re-exported, increased by 47-2 percent., 11-6 per cent and 73- i per cent., 
respectively, the average value of all other articles increased by only 11 1 per cent.

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The declared value of the Net Imports has increased from £459,893,000 in 1900 to 
£633,059,000 in 19 12, an increase in the period under review amo un ti ng to £173,166 000 
or 37-7 per cent. Nearly seven-tenths of the increase — £-121,916,000 — was accounted 
for by the increased volume of imports retained, while the balance of the increase— 
£51,250,000 — was due to higher average values. The volume of net imports increased 
by 26*5 per cent., and the level of average values by 8'8 per cent. 

The Net Imports of Food , Drink , and Tobacco ( Class I.) were valued at £208,008,000 
in 1900, and at £265,670,000 in 1912, thus showing an increase of £57,662,000, or 27"7 
per cent. About one-third — £19,418,000 — of this increase was attributable to larger 
volume of trade, and the remaining two-thirds — £38,244,000 — to higher average 
values. The volume of net imports retained increased by 9'3 per cent., and average 
values by 1 6'8 per cent. 6 

The declared value of the Net Imports of Raw Materials (Class II.) amounted to 
£139,216,000 and to £208,326,000 in 1900 and 1912 respectively. There was thus a 
total increase during the twelve years of £69,110,000, or 49'6 per cent., of which 
£54,784,000, or 39’4 per cent., was due to greater volume of trade. The increase due to 
higher average values amounted to £14,326,000, or 7*4 per cent. 

The Net Imports of “ Manufactures''' increased from £110,119,000 in 1900 to 
£156,314,000 in 1912, the declared value in the latter, year thus exceeded that in the 
former by £46,195,000, or 42 - 0 per cent. In this class the volume of trade increased by 
45T per cent., but average values declined by 2‘2 per cent. 

It will thus be seen that the increase in the volume of net imports of “ Manufac- 
tures” has been proportionately greater than the increase in the volume of either “ Food 
Drink, and Tobacco,” or “ Raw Materials.” It must, however, be remembered that the 
class of “ Articles wholly or mainly Manufactured” includes a considerable proportion 
of articles in early stages of manufacture, which are used as materials for British industry. 

“ Net Imports ” compared with “ Total Imports. ” 

Comparing the results for Net Imports with those for Total Imports, it appears that 
as regards the volume of trade, the percentage growth in Class I. has been a little more 
than 9 per cent., and in Class III. well over 40 per cent, in each case. For Class II. 
however, the growth of Net Imports amounted to only 39*4 per cent, as compared . with 
43-6 per cent, for Total Imports, a result largely due to increased re-exports, at higher 
average values, of cotton, wool, and rubber.

• be seen that the total value of our Exports has grown from £291,192 000 

in 1900 to £487,434,000 in 1912, an increase of £196,242,000 or 67'4 per cent. The 
bulk of this increase, viz., £186,798,000 was due to the larger volume of exports, the 
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increase in the declared values accounting for only £9,444,000 ; The volume of trade 
has in fact increased by 64T per cent., compared with 1900, whilst the level ol average 
values has increased by 2 per cent. 

The exports of articles of Food , drink and tobacco (Class I.) are small and only 
constitute 6 per cent, of our total exports; they have, however, more than doubled 
during the past eleven years, and are now valued at about £32,600,000. 

While the declared value of the exports of Class II — Raw materials and articles 
mainly unmanufactured — has grown from £44,987,000 in 1900 to £59,428,000 m 191-, 
the proportion this class bears to our total exports has fallen from 15 per cent, in 1 JUU to 
12 per cent, in 1912. The volume of trade in 1912 was greater by 58*4 per cent, than 
in 1900, but there was a heavy fall amounting to 16’6 per cent, in average values, 
the net result for the class being an increase in the declared . values of £14,441,000 
nr 32-1 per cent. This result is entirely due to the dominant position of coal 
in the class. The declared value of the coal exported was £36,410,000 in 1900 
and £40,495,000 in 1912, an increase of £4,085,000 or about 11 per cent. J-he 
actual tonnage exported, however, rose from 44,089,000 tons in 1900 to 64,44o,000 
tons in 1912, an increase of 46‘2 per cent, in the period. This greatly increased 
quantity of coal was exported in 1912 at an average value lower by 31*5 per cent, 
than in 1900, prices of coal in the latter year having reached a higher level than m any 
vear since 1874. In other words, if the average values prevailing in 1900 had obtained 
m 1912 the exports of coal in the latter year would have realised £53,250,000 instead of 
£40,500,000. The remaining articles included in the group have increased by 110-1 
per cent.’ in volume and by 5*0 per cent, in average value. 

The exports of “ Articles wholly or mainly Manufactured ” (Class III.) have shown 
greater expansion than any other branch of our trade. In 1900 the declared value of 
this class amounted to £228,302,000, and in 1912 to £38o,219,000, an increase since 
1900 of £156,917,000 or 68'7 per cent., the major portion (£134,043,000) being due to 
increased volume of trade. The volume of the exports in this group has in fact increased 
by 58*7 per cent, as compared with 1900, and the average value by 6'3 per cent. 

The increase in volume of trade in this group has been very general. Practically all 

the principal sub-groups have contributed their quota, though there have been important 
diminutions in the exports of pig iron, unwrought copper, cotton thread lor sewing, and 

flannels and delaines. 


5.- 


-Fluctuations since 1900 in tlie level of Average Values. 


In Table 5 the broad changes in the level of average values of total imports, re- 
exports, net imports, and exports of United Kingdom produce, and of each principal 
class of articles imported and exported, are set out m the form of index numbers, the 
average values in 1900 being taken as 100. 

The extent to which values have fluctuated differs widely in the different branches of 
trade. Taldng the 12 years covered by the Table, the average value of imports has ranged 
from 95*8 in 1902 to 111-9 in 1910, a range of about 16 per cent. The average values 
o^ United ’Kingdom exports have ’only ringed from 90-7 in 1903, to 10*0 m 1»1£ a 
range of about 11 per cent. This was to be anticipated, having regard to the fact that 
imports consist mainly of foods and raw and semi-manufactured materials whose 
tendency to price fluctuations is on the whole greater than that of the manufactured 
articles of which our exports mainly consist. The very great range of fluctuations m 
the re-exports from 97-3 in 1902 to 127-3 in 1910, or a range of nearly 30 per cent., is 
of course, mainly due to the dominating position of cotton and rubber, the prices of 
which have fluctuated greatly in recent years. 

Speaking generally it may be said that after a preliminary fall m the first two or 
three years of the period, average values rose again m nearly every case to a maximum 
in 1907 In 1908 and 1909 values, both of raw materials and manufactured articles 
were again lower, but recovered in 1910, fell a little in 1911, but resumed their upward 
tendency in 1912. It is noteworthy that imported foodstuffs did not share mthis decline 
in average value in 1908 and 1909, the index number rising steadily year by year from 
98-2 in 1904 to 111-6 in 1910. In 1911 this index number was shghtlv lower than in 
1910 or 1909, but reached its highest point in the period under review llrO in 1912. 
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In the case of imported raw materials, the average values of 1907 were exceeded in 
both 1910 and 1911, but in 1912 were below the level of 1907. Manufactured imports 
in 1912, though higher in average value than in either of the intervening years did not 
attain the level of 1907. On the other hand the average values of exports of 
manufactures (United Kingdom produce) were slightly higher in 1912 than even in 1907. 

In considering the figures it should be borne in mind that the changes in average 
values include such changes as may be due to alterations in the quality of goods 
separately enumerated in the Trade Returns as well as changes due to alterations in 
actual prices.

EXPLANATORY NOTES. 


The first two of the following Tables compare the Trade of 1912 with that of 1911 
by the “ step-by-step ” method, referred to at page 3, (a) by Principal Statistical sub- 
divisions and (b) by Principal Articles. The remaining Tables comprise Summary and 
Detailed Tables in which the Trade of each year since 1900 is compared with the lrade ot 
that year. 

The particulars throughout the Tables are shown correct to the nearest thousand 
pounds sterling. 


The groups into which imports and exports are divided in these Tables are in 
the main identical with those in the published Annual Statements of lrade. Cuing 
to the fact that various revisions have been made from time to time in the classification 
of articles included in each group in the Annual Statement — articles in one group in an 
earlier year being classed in other groups in later years, or being divided up or re-arranged 
and re-distributed among the different groups— it has not been found possible to keep 
the group totals absolutely identical with those published in the Annual Statements 
for some of the years prior to 1911. As far as possible, in cases in which articles are 
included in the Annual Statements for the earlier years in groups other than those to 
which they are now assigned, the groups have in these Tables been reconstituted on the 
basis of the classification employed in the year 1911. A comparison of the figures in 
these Tables with those published in the Annual Statement of Trade, &c., will show that 
the divergencies are, for the most part, of no great importance. 


The declared values of the Imports represent the cost, insurance, and freight, or, 
when goods are consigned for sale, the latest sale value of such goods. 

The declared values of the Exports and Re-exports represent the costs and the 
charges of delivering the goods on board the ship, and are known as the “ free on board 
values.
